throwing 100 feet. Distance of 100 feet 
with li inch nozzle in 8i minutes. Dis- 
tance of 234 feet through 150 feet of 
hlse with 1 inch nozzle, was reached. 


This steamer being the only ore con- 


testing for a prize, it took the first mon- 
ey, $200, and also $100 for first, water. 


The programme of the day ended by 


an interesting and practical test of the 
virtues of the Fire Extinguishing Li 
quor, mado by the FireJ Extinguishing 
Liquor Co. of New York. This was 
made in the presence of Fire Marshal 
Benner, of Chicago, (President Of the 
Illinois State Firemen's} Association), 
and the several chief engineers and del- 
egates to the convention. In order to 
test the real practical value of the liquor, 
a large wooden shed had been erected, 
16 feet long, 8 feet wide and 15 leet 
high. This was filled with dry wood, 
upon which was poured 400 Ibs. of coal 
lar and 50 gallons of kerosene. At 6 
o'clock, in the presence of the large 
crowd which had gathered on the west 
side of the park, and after the Peoria 
hand engine had been brought to the 
spot, Marshal Benner gave the .order to 
light the fire. In less that a mlnut* the 
whole mass was on flre, burning with a 
fierceness which drove the crowd back 
by its intense heat, and then the order 
was given for the engine to play upon it. 
In lets titan a minute the flre was extin- 
guished. 
A second experiment was 


then made, some more inflammable ma- 
terial being thrown upon the fire, whUh. 
was allowed to burn fifteen minute's,' at 
the end of which time the whole build-
